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As iia public health officer of a military government team in Japan has 
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the responsibility for the health of a million or more people. This is a 
difficult task: of great responsibility. Obviously, one individuel odio ‘ 
personally attend to the details of a ahs of such magnitude. Hie work will 
depend on dounote that he receives from governmental officials and from king 
field inspections to check operations and to give personal guidance to some © 
exceptional problem which cannot be handled by (ieee governmental offi-.

‘The duties of the Militery Government Public Health Officers will oc- 
cupy all of thet duddyedualte time. These hates fall into two general 
categories. The first is that of surveillance of the Japanese Government's — 
public health activities ‘in susteha if the directives of the Supreme Com 
meander are being .complisd with, SCAP, by memorande, gives the Imverial 
Japanese avaeicane instruction, and by letter directs the Bighth Army to 
verform certain functions. Memoranda to the IJG from SCAP are numbered con- 
secutively and have the short title of SCAPIN (SCAP Index Number). Only a 
pert of the SOAPINs pertain to public health matters. These directives are 
on file in all Military Government offices. SCAP may instruct the IJG by 
& memorandum from a staff' section to a particular ministry or ministries, 
or may issue verbal instructions to the ministries concerned. In the avenue 
thet surveillance is required for instructions which are given by either of 
these two methods, appropriate directions for exercising this surveillance 
will be issued to the Occunation Force Commander.
